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STATEMENTS. 

For many yeara the necrology has been presented at the annual meeting 
of the Andover Seminary AlumQi Association by the recording secretary, and 
for over thirty years this has been printed. Dr. Hazen, the Rev. C. C. Car- 
penter and Arthur W. Kelly, Esq., have established a precedent for pains- 
taking and somewhat minute accounts of the alumni who have died in pre- 
ceding years. With the transfer to the Seminary library of the volumiaous 
material gathered in preparation for the General Catalt^ue of 1908, Wither 
with much additional data then in the possession of Mr. Carpenter, this col- 
lection became the center for any work tltat looked to setting forth the records 
of Andover Semioary men. At the library also there are on file the publica- 
tions of colleges and many books of reference which make this the logical 
center for the compilation of the necrology. Moreover the University col- 
lections are ea^y accessible. In accord with these circumstances the Alumni 
Association voted, June 19, 1912, to pass over the necrology to the librarian 
of the Seminary. Dr. Gates has very kindly taken upon himself this arduous 
task in addition to his other manifold duties and he has edited this present 
necrology. 

In accord with the wishes of the Trustees of the Seminary the necrology 
is now published after an interval of three years. In this number of the 
necrology, too, there has been no attempt at any characterization of the 
men who have died, aa there has been in the past few issues. However, no 
essential step in the career of the men noted has been knowingly omitted. 
The general plan that has been followed has been the continuance up to the 
time of a man's death of such a record as we find in the General Catalogue, 
with added facts concerning his birth, education, special achievements, family 
and death. 

Although the necrology is now paid for by the Trustees and compiled by 
the Librarian it is essentially an Alumni production as it must be the alumni 
who shall have an interest in the presentation of the records that are given of 
classmates and other fellow alumni. It ts upon the alumni, too, that the 
compiler must depend for information in regard to the death of Andover 
Seminary men. All present records are constantly gettii^ out of date, so 
that it is to the alumni that one must turn also tor the latest and closest 
information concerning the men whose names shall be recorded. It need 
hardly be mentioned, too, that for one to do the great amount of work that is 
necessary in the compilation of this necrology one must feel a sense that he is 
working with others and with the appreciation of others, so that it is in a 
representative capacity, acting for all the alumni, that one engages in such 
an undertakii^ as this. The alumni support must be gladly and freely given. 
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To Dr. Gates for his generous aod accurate work tlie alumni and all who 
prize this necnik^y aie greatly indebted. His ready knowledge of sources 
of information has been of esceptional value, and his sense of the concise 
statement of essential matters makes this aeciology of greater worth and 
comprehensiveness than its size would indicate.

Frank Ashley Day. 

Frank Ashley Day, son of Robert Lansing and Mary Ann (Goddard) 
Day, was born in Newton, Mass., Jan. 17, 1853. He was educated in the 
Newton High School. After hia school days he entered the banking house of 
R. L. Day and Cobb, which later became R. L. Day and Co. He was for a 
long time the senior member of the firm. 

Mr. Day was appointed trustee of the Seminary, May 13, 1908, and 
served conscientiously and ably until his death. He was chairman of the 
finance committee, a member of the executive committee, and a member of 
the committee on the new building in Cambridge. 

He was a member of the Eliot Congregational church in Newton, a con- 
stant attendant on its preaching and prayer services, and a teacher in the 
Sunday school. He was a strong supporter of the Newton Y. M. C. A., and 
especially influential in the erection of its new building. He was vice-president 
of the board of directors of the Newton Hospital, and with Mrs. Day presented 
it with a new home for nurses in 1904. He was alderman from 1903 to 1910, 
and for several years chairman of the ftnance committee. He took a deep 
interest in educational matters, being a strong advocate of industrial education, 
playgrounds and civic centres. 

He married, (i) Aug, 25, 1880, at South Framii^ham, Mass., Emma Cora 
Ranney. They had one daughter, Helen, now wife of Col. Montanari, 
living in Italy. He married, (2) July 14, 1891, at Newton, Mary Almeda, 
daughter of former mayor William P. Ellison. They had two sons, Frank 
Ashley and Ellison G., both living. 

Mr. Day died at St. Ai^:ustine, Fla., Jan. 16, 1914, of Bright'a disease, 
i^d 62 years, II months, 39 days. 

The Trustees of the Seminary on Feb. 9, 1914, adopted a minute concern- 
ing Mr. Day, which contains the following sentence: 

". . . We hereby personally, and in behalf of the Institution, express 
our sorrow, our gratitude also for these years of fellowship in labor with our 
colleague, and for the invaluable service he has rendered to the Seminary, in 
a critical period and in affairs of great moment, by his wisdom, experience, 
influence and credit, and our high appreciation of his character, the integrity, 
didnterestedness, kindliness and charm of which we have felt only the more 
with growing acquaintance and assodation. . . ." 

LIBRARIAN. 
William Ladd Ropes. 

William Ladd Ropes, son of Hardy and Mary (I^d) Ropes, was born in 
Newton, Mass., July 19, 1825. He prepared for college at the Boston Latin 
School, 1838-42, and was graduated from Harvard College in 1846. For the 
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next two years, 1846-48, he taught in the Latin School. He entered Andover 
Seminary in 1848, and was graduated id 1B52. 

He was licensed to preach by the Andover Association in 1852 at North 
Andover, He was ordained, with installation, at Wrentham, Sept, 14, 1853, 
and served that church as pastor until 1863. While living in Cambridge 
without charge, 18G3-65, he was stated supply at the Crombie St. church, 
Salem, 1862-63, during the absence of the pastor, J, Henry Thayer, in the 
war, . He was acting pastor in South Hadley, 1865, and in Windsor Locks, 
Conn., 1866. 

In 1S66 he was appointed Librarian in the Seminary, and was in active 
service until 1905. In that year he resigned and was made librarian emeritus, 
but he was much of the time at his desk, as his strength permitted, until the 
removal of the library to Cambric^, and after that time he came occasionally, 
but retained his home in Andover. For many years be was tmstee of the 
Memorial Hall library. 

He married at Salem, Sept. 5, 1865, Harriet Lawrence Peirson, daughter 
of Abel Lawrence Peirson, M.D,, and Harriet Lawrence Peirson, She died 
June 7, 1880. They had one child, James Hardy Ropes, A, T. S, 1893, 
trustee of Phillips Academy, Andover, from 1899 (and of the Seminary to 1907), 
and a member of the faculty of Harvard Divinity School from 1895. 

Mr, Ropes died at Andover, Oct. 14, 1913, after a brief illness, aged 
88 years, 2 months, 25 days. 

Id the minute adopted by the Faculty upon the death of Mr. Ropes the 
foUowing par^raph occurs: " During the thirty-nine years of his service as 
Librarian, Mr. Ropes dischat^ed the duties of that office with a faithfulness 
which plainly expressed his deep interest in the work of the Seminary. The 
most scrupulous attention was given to the care of the Library, and the help 
needed by the Faculty and the students was given with patient kindness and 
refilled courtesy. We see in the excellence of Mr. Ropes' professional cour- 
tesy an expression of the beauty of his character, and we cherish his memory 
as that of a bebved a

Edward AuftustiiB Renouf, noo-gniduate. 

Edward Augustus Renouf, son of Edward and Eliza (Merriam) Renouf, 
was boni in Boston, Nov. 15, 1818. He was graduated from Harvard in 1838, 
receivii^ the degree of M.A. three years later. He attended Andover Semi- 
nary for a year, 1839-40, spent the next year in Yale Divinity School, and 
returned to Andover for the year 1841-42. 

He was ordained (Episcopal) deacon, Nov. 6, 184a, and priest, Nov, 12, 
1846. He was home missionary in Louisiana, 1842—43; rector of Trinity 
church, Lowville, N. Y., 1843-53; assistant minister at St. Stephen's church, 
Boston, 1854,-55, 1857-59, and at St. Mark's church, 1855-57; was rector 
of St. James's church, Keene, N. H., 1859-68, with residence there until his 
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death; rector of St. Peter's church, Drewsville, 1868-71; travelled in this 
country and in Europe, 1871-77; was again rector in Drewsville, 1878-91, 
and emeritus thereafter. He was also made rector emeritus of St. James's 
church, Keene, in 1906. He received the degree of D.D. from Washington 
and Lee UniverMty in 1889. 

He married, (l) July 1, 1845, at Rensselaerville, N, Y„ Harriet F. Lester, 
who died Aug. 5, 1S63. Tliey had one child, living. Prof. EMward Renouf 
of Johns Hopkins University. He married, (2) in 1864, Esther Thomas 
of Boston, who died April 25, 1906. There was one child, Elise, who died 
in 1911. 

Dr. Renouf died at his home in Keene, Nov. 11, 1913, ^:ed 94 years, 
11 months, 26 days. 

CaLASS OF 1843. 
H«nt7 Bond Elliot, non-graduate. 

Henry Bond Elliot was bom at Woodstock, N. V.,June31, 1823. He was 
graduated from New York Univer»ty in 1840; studied in Union Theological 
Seminary, 1840--42; at Andover, 1842-43; and was graduated from Union 
in 1843. 

He was ordained (Presb.) March 24, 1844. He was pastor at Alexandria, 
N.J. ,1844; (Cong.) Waterbury, Conn., 1845-51; Springfield, Mass., 1852-54; 
New Ei^land church, Brooklyn, N. Y., 1854-55; Stamford, Conn., 1855-58; 
Columbus, O., 1858-60; resided without charge in Brooklyn and New York 
City, 1861-65, during which period he was U. S. Comraiswoner; was pastor, 
Poughkeepae, N. Y., 1865-66; New Canaan, Conn., 1866-69; Litchfield, 
1870-73; Stonington, 1874-78; (Presb.) Middletown, O., 1880-82; (Cong.) 
Cincinnati, 1882-^4; (Presb.) Troy, N. Y., 1884-86; Allen St. church, N. Y. 
City, 1887-1889, and 1893-95. Honorably retired, he lived in Summit, N. J., 
1895-1899, and in New York City from 1899, preaching occasionally. 

He died at the home of his son, Port Jefferson, N. Y., Aug. 25, 1912, 
^ed 89 years, 2 months, 4 days. He is said to have been stricken with cerebral 
embolism and rendered speechless wliile speaking in prayer meeting, Aug. 14.

Timothy Farrar Clary. 

Timothy Farrar Clary, son of the Rev. Joseph Ward Clary (A. T. S., 
1811) and Anna Farrar Clary, was born in Dover, N. H., April 25, 1817. He 
was graduated from Dartmouth College in 1841, and from Andover Seminary 
in 1846; he was also resident licentiate, 1846-48. 

He was licensed in 1846 by the Andover Association, and was ordained 
at Thetford, Vt., Dec. 12, 1849, with installation as pastor of the chuich in 
that place, where he remained until 1S55. He was pastor in Ashland, Mass,, 
1856-59; Wareham, 1860-1867, and lived there without charge until 1873. 
From that date he lived in Mattapan. After resigning his pastorate in Ware- 
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ham be engi^ed in buuaeES, but maintained his interest in bis profession, 
supplyii^ the pulpit of tbe Dorchester Village church for a year and a half, 
and preaching to some extent until he was eighty years of age. 

He married, Nov. 17, 185a, Sarah VTiUard, daughter of Stedman \Mllard of 
Orford, N. H. She died in 1906. Three sons and two daughters survive him. 

He died at Mattapan, of old age, on Feb. 37, 1913, aged 95 years, 
10 months, 3 days.

Solomon Payson Fay, son of William and Elizabeth (Lankton) Fay, 
was born in Westboro, Mass., June 31, 1830. He was graduated from Marietta 
College, Ohio, in 1844, and from Andover Seminary in 1847. He was also 
resident licentiate in 1848. 

He was licensed by the Andover Association in 1847, and ordained at 
Hampton, N. H., Sept. 6, 1849; pastor there, 1849-54; Dayton, Ohio, 1854- 
591 agent of the American Tract Society, Boston, 1860-61; pastor of the 
First church, Fall River, Mass., 1861-63; Salem St. church, Boston, 1863-65; 
Hammond St, church. Bailor, Me., 1866-79; Village church, Dorchester, 
Mass., 1880-891 Plymouth church, Minneapolis, Minn., 1890. From 1690 
he lived in Dorchester, Mass. He was trustee of Bangor Theolt^cal Seminary, 
1872-1901. 

He married at Northboro, Mass., Sept. 34, 1850, Lydia Maria Br^ham, 
daughter of Abraham M. and Mindwell Brigbam. She is Itvii^, with two of 
thmr three children. 

He died at Dorchesterof cystitis on July a8, 1911, aged 91 years, i month, 
7 days.

Jam«« Carter Seafirave. 

James Carter Seagrave, son of John and Mary Scott Seagrave, was bom 
in Uxbridge, Mass., April 14, 1821. He prepared for college in the Uxbridge 
Academy, and was graduated from Brown College in 1645; from Andover 
Seminary in 1849. 

He was licensed by the Andover Association in 1849; supplied the church 
in Walpole, 1849-51; was ordained in the Fifth Congcegarional church of 
Providence, R. L, Dec. 3, 1851, and was pastor of that church until 1853, when 
he was obliged to resign on account of ill health. After a year without settled 
pastorate he became pastor of the Scotland church, Bridgewater, MaM., 
1857-65; Wentworth, N. H., 1865-70; East Marshfield, Mass., 1870-74; 
Fourth church, Haverhill, 1874-78; Otis, 1878-84; Peru, 1884-S9. From 
1889 be lived without charge at Hinsdale. 

He married (i) at Providence, R. L, March 4, 1850, Elizabeth, daughter 
of John and Martha (Bates) Clark, who died in 1858. He married (3) at 
Providence, Oct. 3, 1659, Mrs. Elizabeth Salisbury Clark, daughter of The- 
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ophiluaand Polly (Bryant) Salisbury. They had two children, a son who died 
in 1867, and a daughter who is living. Mrs. Seagrave died about 1893, and 
after her death her daughter by a former marriage made the home for her 
step-father until her own death in 1911.

Seminary in 1850. He was also resident licentiate in 1851. 

He supplied the church in Westbrook, Me., four months in 1851; was 
ordained in Newport, N. H., July 16, 1851; was pastor there 1851-66; Rut- 
land, Mass., 1866-73; Strafford, Vt., 1874-1905, and emeritus thereafter, 
mald:^ his home there until his death. 

He was trustee of Kimball Union Academy, Meriden, N. H., from 1861 to 
1867, and was chairman of the school committee in the several towns where 
he was pastor. 

He married, Sept. 9, 1851, Mary Ann, daughter of Ephraim and Mary 
(Roper) Beaman of Princeton, Mass., who died Oct. 11, 1904. They had five 
children, all of whom survive him. 

He died of pneumonia at Strafford, Vt., on Feb. 21, 1913, aged 89 years, 
5 months, 9 days. 

GLASS OF 1851. 
Thomas Ellaldm Bliss. 

Thomas Eliakim Bliss was born at Brimfield, Mass., Nov. 25, 1824. He 
was graduated from Union College in 1848; from this Seminary in 1851. 

He was licensed by the Andover Association in 1851, and was ordained 
June 2, 1853. He was pastor at North Middleboro, 1853-551 Blackstone, 
1855-61; Hancock, Mich., 1662-63; agent of the American Home Missionary 
Society in Missouri, 1863-64; pastor of Union church, Memphis, Tenn., 
1864-70; Denver, Co!,, 1871-73; St, Paul's Presbyterian church, 1873-80; 
and resided there after that date, supplyii^ at Littleton, Fort Collins, Harris 
and Val Verde between 1892 and 1900. 

He died at Denver, Col., in October, 1909, aged 84 years, 1 1 months. 

CLASS OF 1853. 
Wilson Amos Parasworth. 

Wilson Amos Famsworth, son of Isaac and Eunice (Page) Famsworth, 
was bom in Green, near Westmoreland, Oneida County, N. Y., Aug. 29, 1822, 
He prepared for college in Thetford (Vt.) Academy, studying there between 
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1838 and 1644, with many interruptioaB due to teaching. He wae graduated 
from Middlebury CoU^e in 1848, and from Andover Seminary in 185a, 
During these courses also he was often teaching for short terms. 

He first joined the church in 1847. He was licensed by the Andover 
Association April 13, 1852, at North Andover. He was ordained in Thetford, 
Vt., Oct. 31, 1852, as a missionary of the A. B. C. F. M. to the Armenians in 
Turkey. He sailed for his work from Boston, E>ec. 33, 1853, and arrived 
at Smyrna, Jan. 33, 1853. He remained in Marsovan, Turkey, over a year, 
i853'-54, studying the language, and went in June, 1854, to Cesarea, which 
was his field of labor until his retirement. He had furloughs in the United 
States, 1866-67, 1877-78, 1887-88, 1894-97, years that were filled with con- 
stant service on behalf of the Board. During the famine of 1873—75 he gave 
important service in relief work. During much of his missionary life he was 
correspondent of the Levant Herald, contributing news concerning the interior 
of Turkey. 

He received the degree of D.D. from Middlebury College in 1877. 

He married in Thetford, Vt., Oct. 21, 1852, the day of his ordination, 
Caroline Elizabeth Palmer, daughter of Jared and Mary Moore Palmer 
of Thetford. She died at the home of her daughter, Mrs. William A IJttle, 
in Glen Ridge, N. J., Dec. 9, 1913. Four children died in infancy; five, a son 
and four daughters, survive their parents. 

Mr. Farnsworth died June 5, 1913, at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
E. L. Gulick,in Hanover, N. H., of the wealcness of old age, aged 69 years, 
9 months, 6 days.

CLASS OF 1852. 
John Russell Henick, non-graduate. 

John Russell Herrick, son of Russell and Maria (Tyler) Herrick, was born 
in Milton, Vt., May 12, 1822. He was graduated from the University of 
Vermont in 1847, studied at Andover Seminary 1849-1851, and was graduated 
from Auburn Seminary in 1853. 

He was ordained to the Presbytnian ministry at Malone, N. Y., June 21, 
1854, where he was pastor 1854-67; was professor of systematic theology in 
Bangor Seminary, 1867-73; pastor of the Congregational church in South 
Hadley, Mass., 1874-78, durii^ which time he was lecturer on psychology and 
morals in Mt. Holyoke Seminary, 1675-76, and on theology in the Theolc^cal 
Institute of Connecticut (now Hartford Seminary). 

He was preadent of Pacific University, Oregon, 1880-83; president of 
the University of Dakota, 1885-87. From 1887 to 1889 he lived in Elgin, 111,; 
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n theology in Talladega College in 1S91; lived in Dundee, 111., 
1891-99, in Polo, 1899-1901, Chicago, 1901-04, again in Dundee, 1904-07, 
and in Elgin from 1907. The degree of Doctor of Divinity was given him in 
1867 by Union College and by the University of Vermont, 

He published various pamphlets and reviews, and articles in periodicals 
and cyclopedias. 

He married at Hartford, Conn., May 12, 1856, Harriet Emily Brownell, 
daughter of Grove L. and Harriet (Burnham) Brownell. They had two 
children, both of whom are living. 

Dr. Herrick died of cerebral hemorrhage, at Chic^o, July 26, 1912, aged 
90 years, 2 months, 14 days. 

CXASS OF 1853. 
John Willard. 

John lA^lard, son of Asaph and Sophronia (Wells) Wllard, was bom at 
Hartford, Conn., Nov. 10, 1836. He fitted for college in the Hartford schools, 
and was graduated from Yale in 1849. He taught in Manchester East 
Academy for a year, then entered Andover Seminary, from which he was 
graduated in 1853. The foUovnng year he spent in graduate study in the 
Seminary. 

His first church membership was in the Centre chureh, Hartford, Conn., 
which he joined in 1840. He was licensed to preach by the Rhode Island 
Association, at Providence, April 37, 1853, and was ordained, and installed, at 
Pairhaven, Mass., Jan. 25, 1855. He was pastor there until 1866, travelii^ 
abroad in 1864; lived without charge in Hartford, Conn., 1866-69; was 
pastor at Birmingham (now Derby), 1869-73; Marlboro, Mass., 1873-79; 
lived without charge at Newtonville, 1880-83; ^^^ pastor at Decorah, Iowa, 
1883-91. From that time he lived in Chicago, without charge. 

He married, in Brooklyn, N. Y., Nov. 13, 1855, Catharine E., daughter 
of Jonathan D. and Charlotte (Richards) Steele. They had six children, 
three sons and three daughters. Mrs. Willard and five children are living. 
One son, Rev. John D. Willard (A. T. S. 1881), died in 1885. 

Mr. Willard died at his home in Chicago, Dec. i, 1913, of degeneration of 
heart muscles, aged 87 years and 21 days. 

CLASS OF 1854. 
Stepboi DenisoD Fe«t. 

Stephen Denison Feet, son of the Rev. Stephen and Martha (Denison) 
Feet, was bom in Euclid, 0., Dec. 2, 1830. His boyhood and youth were 
spent in Wisconsin. He was graduated in 1851 from Beloit College, which 
had recently been founded largely through the influence of his father. He 
studied two years, 1851-53, in Yale Divinity School, came to Andover for his 
final year, and was graduated in 1854. 
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He was ordained Feb. 27, 1855; was pastor ia Genesee, Wia., 1855-57; 
New London, 1857-59; Fot Lake, 1860-63; Racine, i864-<5; Elkhorn, 
1865-66; New Oregon, la,, 1866-68; Chatham, O., 1869-72; Ashtabula, 
1873-76; UnionviUe and North Madison, 1878; Clinton, Wis,, 1879-85; 
Mendon, III., 1887-91; Avon, 1891-93; CPresb.) Good Hope, 1893-95. After 
that date he lived in Chicago, and more rec«ntly in Salem, Mass. 

Mr. Peet published in 1877 a history of the Ashtabula disaster, and from 
time to time sketches of missionary work in the west; but he was most widely 
known as an arclueologist. In 1878 he established The American Antiquarian, 
and in i860. The Oriental and Biblical Journal. The following year this was 
merged in the Antiquarian, which then assumed its present title, The American 
AnHgttarian and Oriental Journal. Mr. Peet was editor and publisher for 

32 years, and his name still stands as editor emeritus. His most important 
arcbseolosical works are five volumes brought tt^ether as " Prehistoric 
America," viz., Vol. i, "Mound Builders, their Works aad Relics," 1893: 
Vol. 2, " Emblematic Mounds and Animal Effigies," 1890: Vol. 3, " Cliff 
Dwellers and Pueblos," 1899; Vol. 4, "Ancient Monuments and Ruined 
Cities," 1904: Vol. 5, " Myths and Symbols, or. Aboriginal Rel^ions of 
America," 1905. 

Mr. Peet was a member of the Society of Biblical Arclueology, the 
Victoria Institute, and numerous other learned societies in this country and 
abroad.

The notice of decoration recognized Dr. Greene's " valuable serv- 
ices in promoting international relations between Japan and America, and 
in introducing a tcnowfedge of Japan to other countries while he has been 
engaged in the propagation of Christianity."

Georfte Auftustus Gates. 

George Augustus Gates, son of Hubbard A. and Rosetta (Tabor) Gates, 
waa bom in Topsham, Vt., Jan. 24, 1851. His parents early moved to East 
St. Johnabury, and he prepared for college In the St. Johnsbury Academy in 
the class of 1S69. He then went to Dartmouth College, and was graduated 
in 1873. He was principal of the Academy in Morrisville, Vt., 1873-75. He 
entered Andover Seminary in the fall of 1875 and remained two years, after 
which he tutored in a Boston family for two years. With them he went 
abroad for a year of travel, and after their return he remained for a year of 
study.

He received the degree of D.D. from Dartmouth College in 1892, 
with a letter from President Bartlett expressing his pleasure in the bestowal; 
and the degree [rf LL.D. from the University of Nebraska, ^1893.

Hagop Caspar Billblilian, son of Caspar BUlbOlian and Yeghsapet 
Keshishian, was born in Aihtab, Turkey, Oct. 37, 1859.
